REMARKS 

Claims 36, 38-39, 41-46, and 48 remain in the present application. Claims 1-35, 37, 40, and 47 
have been previously canceled. No additional claims fee is believed to be due. 

Invention Synopsis 

The present invention is directed to oral, liquid, aqueous, mucoretentive compositions, and a 
method of administering such compositions, wherein the compositions comprise colloidal particles of 
silicon dioxide, a select pharmaceutical active, and a citric acid* 

It has been found that prolonged and improved coating and protection of components of the 
alimentary canal such as the stomach, esophagus, and small intestine can be achieved by incorporating a 
mucoadhesive material into an oral pharmaceutical composition. Unlike conventional mucoadhesive 
materials such as mucoadhesive polymers, the compositions of the present invention comprise a silicon 
dioxide which provides for highly effective mucoadhesive systems. It has also been found that when the 
compositions of the present invention comprise a citric acid, the solid particles of these highly effective 
mucoadhesive systems are consistently dispersed to result in improved stability of the systems.

Claims 36, 38-39, 41-46, and 48 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C 103 as being unpatentably 
obvious over the product Silicol* (manufactured by Saguna GmbH in Germany) in view of Banning et 
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
